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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Hale (US 2,930,295). 

Regarding claims 1 and 17, Hale discloses an apparatus, with the method 
inherent therein, comprising: 

• a rigid annular spacer ring, seen as bearing ring (32) in Fig. 3, sized so as 
to be mountable onto a manhole, seen as manhole (35), 

• a manhole riser mountable onto the spacer ring, seen as frame (23), the 
riser substantially frusto-conically shaped as Fig. 3 illustrates, a rigid 
annular base flanged mounted around a base end of the riser, seen as 
bottom wall (29) in Fig. 3, a plurality of threaded bores formed in spaced 
array around the base flange as seen in Fig. 3, rigid elongate threaded 
members threadably mountable into the threaded bores, seen as adjusting 
bolts (30), so as to be selectively threadably adjustable in the threaded 
bores and so as to protrude downwardly from the base flange into 
engagement beneath the riser with a top surface of the spacer ring as Fig. 
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3 illustrates, the threaded bolts (30) threadably adjustable in the bores to 

elevate or to tilt the riser relative to the spacer ring. 
Regarding claim 2, Fig. 3 of Hale illustrates the bottom wall (29) substantially 
overlapping the top surface of the bearing ring (32) when mounted thereon. 

Regarding claim 3, Hale illustrates at least three threaded bores in Fig. 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-16 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
